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Acts of mercy include basic community servire 
and campuswide Service events such as Fresh- 
men Service Day, National Make a Difference 
Day, Boo-Out, Visit with Santa, Service Avvare- 
ness Week, Spring Service Day, monthly birthday 
parties for residents of Hewitt House, monthly 
Bible studies with a locai after school program at 
East End United Methodist Church, and finally 
our organic community garden which provides 
fresh produce for thè Help Center who provides 
food for families in need.

gardening at Ivy Crest,()livet UMC and MMC;cleaningup locai parks;

Midfielder Sinione Souza (Senior/Sao Paulo, BraziI), a 2009 
All-American honorable mention and TSAC First Team All- 
Conference selection, earned her second straight recognition 
as a first teamer. Souza led thè niidfìeld as one of two play- 
ers reniaining froni thè 2007 National Champion squads, 
helping thè RedHawks to a 11-3-3 overall record. The senior 
was a part of her fourth consecutive regular season conference 
championship as a RedHawk, scoring one goal this season. 
Midfielders Daniel Sofer (Sophoniore/Hadera, Israel) and 
Anna Becerra (Freshman/Richland Hills, Texas) both 
earned first team honors, as MMC took three of four mid- 
field spots on thè first team. The honor represents Sofer’s sec¬ 
ond at Martin Methodist, as she scored three goals and was 
creditedwithfiveassistsinlóstarts.Beceri^MMC’sonlyfreshmanto 
earnanAll-Conferencenod,wasal3-gamestarterin ISappearances. 


Coach Gerry Cleary, concluding his 2010 campaign, his 
8th season as thè RedHawks head coach, continues a 
string of successes. The 2010 year efforts continued with 
thè string of seven consecutive NAIA National Cham¬ 
pionship appearances and a 7th consecutive TranSouth 
Athletic Championship. The 2010 RedHawks were 13- 
4-3 overall, and 6-0-0 in TranSouth play. This successful 
team was led by two NAIA AU-Americans, senior Simone 
Souza and sophoniore Yalu Borbollaa along with Cleary, 
thè TranSouth Athletic Conference Coach of thè Year. 
Forward Mor Efraim (Sophomore/Nevatim, Israel) 
represented MMC as a First Team All-Conference honoree, 
her first of her career. Named as TranSouth Offensive Player 
of thè Week once this season, Efraim led thè RedHawks in 
scoring and assists, with nine total goals and seven helpers. 
Starting all 17 games, her five game-winners led thè league, 
while she ranks in thè top five in all statistical categories in 
thè TranSouth. 




2009 Freshman of thè Year, Yalu Borbotta (Sophomore/Mexico City, 
Mexico), returned to thè TranSouth All-Conference first team for 
thè second season in a row. An everyday starter for MMC, Borbolla 
scored two goals and two assists, and was thè only defender selected All- 
Conference for thè RedHawks. 

Goalkeeper Hanit Schwarz (Junior/Beer-Sheva, Israel) also made her 
second appearance aniong thè conference ranks, this tinie on thè first 
team after earning a second team selection last season. Schwarz was 
named TSAC Defensive Player of thè Week this season, and has made 
36 total saves in alniost 1,603 minutes of play. She has allow ed just eight 
goals this season, ranking sixth aniong NAIA keepers.

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Coach Paschal Durine, entering his 14th season 
and coming off a 12-4-3 overall record, began 
thè 2010 season fresh off a TranSouth Athletic 
Conference Tournament mark of 5-1-1 along 
with thè league championship. In addition, 
thè 2009 squad advanced to thè men’s soccer 
first-ever NAIA National Tournament Elite 
Eight appearance, leaving thè 2010 team with 
big shoes to fili. 


The Martin Methodist College men’s soccer 
program looked to work their way back to thè top in thè 
TranSouth in 2010 with a strong nucleus of thè team 
returningandapreseasonrankingofNo.óintheNAIA. 
As thè 2010 season matured, thè RedHawks were 
led by All-American candidate, goal keeper James 
Colman, in which thè RedHawks produced nine games 
allowing one or no goals. However, thè RedHawks 
struggled offensively to score goals themselves. 


As thè season wore on, thè RedHawks were able to finish thè season 
with an overall record of 8-6-2, advancing to thè championship game 
of thè TranSouth Athletic Conference Championship before ending 
their season with a loss to Bethel L niversity. Post season honors went 
to All-Conference players James Colman, Joe Beecroft, and Andy 
Gordon. In addition, Colman (pictured to thè left) received 
national accolades for thè NAIA National Player of thè Week. In 
this season, much experience was gained and lessons learned to 
reload and rebuild for a 2011 potential championship run.

Coach Rose Magers-Powell, entering her 13th 
season in 2010 and coming off a 14-15 overall 
record in 2009, and thè 2010 volleyball team were 
looking to work their way back to thè top in thè 
TranSouth. After a 4-10 TSAC mark in 2009 left 
them with a seventh place finish in TranSouth 
Athletic Conference standings, thè Martin Methodist 
College volleyball program, who returned just four 
players and no seniors, had their work cut out for 
them. 


Starting thè 2010 season with two wins out of thè block 
helped set thè pace to rebuild thè strong RedHawk 
volleyball pride and tradition. As thè season wore on, thè 
youth and thè lack of seniors began to take its toll as thè 
RedHawks fell short in manv dose matches. An example 
of this inexperience was shown as thè RedHawks carried 
opponents seven times to five game matches, and were 
only able to secure two victories out of those seven. 




When thè season was over, thè 2010 RedHawks had 
accumulated a 17-20 overall record, with a 8-5 record in 
thè TranSouth Athletic Conference and a fourth place tie 
in thè conference standings. Post season honors went to: 
Ann-Katherin Kuehorn, who was All-Conference First 
Team Selection and Paula Sioto, who was named thè 
TranSouth Freshman of thè Year. In this season. a firm 
foundation was laid, and successes collected to produce a 
potentiallv highly successful run in 2011.

Coach Norm Titus, entering his second year as thè Men’s and 
Women’s Bowling team head coach, led thè RedHawks to their first 
tournament of thè bowling season and brought out promising and en- 
couraging results. During this tournament, thè men’s team showed 
their ability to score with some of thè best teams in thè nation. The 
Orange and Black Classic proved thè men’s ability to perform at thè 
highest level. Five bowlers started out on thè high end of scores, emerg- 
ing on top of thè leader board with thè tournament high score of 1171. 
Although encountering some difficulty, MMC finished day one in a sol- 
id fourth place. Riley Buchholz absolutely impressed during qualify- 
ing, fìnishing thè day at 1370 for six games, never dropping below 200. 
His 228 average placed in second, a mere nine pins below thè leader. 

The men’s team found continued success, staying in thè top eight of 
thè tournament after day two qualifying to make it to thè bracket- 
style finals. The RedHawks found themselves in 5th place, and were 
matched up with 4th-place Notre Dame College. Thanks to two key 
splits conversions by Anthony Szeluga in thè 8th frame, and Michael 
Poirier in thè 19th, MMC took thè last game to move on to face Lin- 
denwood in thè top four. 

On thè ladies’ team, MMC used thè returning leadership of Em¬ 
ily Bowers to succeed. Her advice and talent certainly paved 
thè way for much more successful tournament outings. The 
RedHawks, led by Bowers, who took 38th place with a 178.5 
average, and Lessie Bailey, who finished 51 st with a 172. Six 
bowlers were a part of thè 15th place finish. Both RedHawk teams 
made great strides over thè course of their tournament play, 
especially at their first T1ER 1 tournament, thè Brunswick Southern 
Tournament, in Marietta, Georgia.

Coach Jamy Bechler concluded his lst year as thè Head Coach for thè RedHawk Women’s Basketball team with a record 
of 17-14, 6-10 TSAC. Coach Bechler brings 16 years of coaching experience to MMC with eight years as a head women’s 
coach as he continues thè winning cycle of live consecutive years without a losing season for thè RedHawks. 

Coach Bechler inherited a team that possesses both academic drive and athletic prowl. With thè conibination of these traits 
and with Coach Bechler’s experience, organization, and practice philosophy, thè RedHaw ks battled through an injury prone 
season to finish strong and reputable in thè TranSouth Athletic Conference play. This foundation wili prove extremely 
valuable in thè years to come in Coach Bechler’s reign of thè RedHaw ks. 











Post season accolades were led by athletic and academic performance of Giles County 
native Vee Young who was selected to thè NAIA Third Team All-Anierica selections. Young, 
in her first vear with MMC, was named as thè TSAC Newcomer of thè Year after an 
instrumentai role with thè RedHawks. Young ranked No. 5 in thè NAIA in scoring. No. 6 in 
blocks, and No. 13 in field goal percentage, and averaged 20.4 points and 9.0 rebounds per game.
